A great part of Philefophers and Phi⸗ 
tians, babe be lee bed that all marbellout- 
nes 02 experience ¢ marvells, came from 
natural things, ohen they be brought to 
light, by pot and cold, dep and moiſt, and 
they ſhewed thele four qualities and 
put them to the reotes of all marvellous 
things, and the mix tion of them is requi 
red to every marvellous thing, they veri⸗ 
lied that in their woꝛks: and when they 
found erperien¢es of Philoſophers they 
might not berifie thefe things by hot and 
cold, but rather by bis contrary. It cau⸗ 
feth them to marvell continually, and to be 
ſoꝛy and to deny that oftentimes, although | 
thep fee it. : 

Wherefezge Plato faid fo a goed cauſe 
that hee which is not bery cunning in Lo⸗ 
gick, and wife in in the bertues of natural 
things, like wiſe the alpects of the ſtarres, 
hall not fee the caules of mar vellous 
things, noꝛ knew them, noz participate of 

the treafure of the }2hilofopbers, 
TJ)herefoze J know that every thing

effectual! by accident, directly and indirect
